Quito apparently Dr. i. 0. Adami, 
as the new VIco-Chancellor of the 
University of Liverpool, has already 
won for himself a warm place in the 
affections of tho students. This is 
evident in the following Interview, 
which has been published In tho 
"Sphinx," the official publication of 
tho above University: 

"Dr, Adami consented to bo inter- 
viewed for tho "Sphinx," but tho in- 
terviewer found after a few seconds 
that no formalltioB, question — and 
reply— could survivo with him. The 
first impression made by the Vlce- 
Chancellor was that he was tlilnklng 
—'Jolly good life; jolly good Idea— In- 
terview'— in fact, he radiates good 
fellowship. His actual appeatanco. 
ruddy, of medium height, prosperous, 
having kindly eyes that sometimes 
make up with an astonishing fire, re- 
minds one that university life is based 
upon companionship; he is In very 
truth a Companion of tho British Em- 
pire." Then there steals ovnr thoso 
to ^hom he is spealcing the sensation 
that is summed up in tho one word 
"lnspiring"4-ryou want to "make good" 
there and then, not only foif-)iis sàko, 
lut for all he roporBenta. • 

As to his life and ackdemfc glories, 
little will be said here, for no pen 
such as is now wielded canf do tho 
VIoe-Chancellor'B atlalrimrots full 
justice. In commencing his years of 
office with us— may t^osa years be 
l>aWy^lï« }wn tound lhft. 
two things obtain to.an excâilent de- 
. : Firstly, the towp and the uni- 
versity are dose knit, tho one reacliitç 
and reflecting upon the other. Se- 
whdly, the studentii and the staff aa 
a whole work together for thé common 
good, Tho Vice-chancellor, not con- 
tent, wishes a greater degree of these 
factors which are so essential to our 
well being. Ho finds in the Univer- 
sity of Liverpool a much larger mea- 
suro ,of stiîdent self-government than 
In America, more especially tlian is 
the ctistom in the United States. This 
is ''most eminently to be: desired, for 
in some American UnirerslUes the 
President is an autocrat, whilst here 
we are all democrats. The great 
woric of any university is to produce 
great leaders of thought and of action 
that comes of thotight The Vice- 
Cbancellor thon pasesd on to the re- 
lation between mental ]^roco8ses and 
the health of the community. He laid 
down at onca that our own house 
must be put in order before we at- 
tempt to Instil into the village or town 
where we ultimately make our home, 
those clean, ' sportsmanlike, athletic 
ideals which we gain in this univer- 
sity. To .this end all must have equal 
opportunltjî for "physical training,"
